An ancient ‘author wrote, ‘The 
halcyones are of great name and much 
tharked, they lay, and. sit about mid- 
winter when daies be shortest, and the 
times while they are broodie is called: the 
halcyon daies; for during this season the 

_ sea is calm and navigable.” 

In the days of long ago it was believed 
that the English kingfisher nested -at 
Christmas time; it was said that it built 
its strange nest of fish bones on thé sea, 
and during the time of incubation’ the 
gods looked down and calmed the waters 
until the young arrived. 

The Legend 
The first two kingfishers were the Greek 
nymph Alcyone and Ceyx, her sailor boy 
lover; Aeolus, the god of the winds, was 

- the father of Alcyone, while her mother 
was the beautiful rainbow. The legend 
tells us that during a terrible storm Ceyx 
was drowned at sea, and for days after- 
wards Alcyone’s grief was so great that 
it was thought she, too, would die, but 


and every funeral required this fragrant 
gum. Pliny wrote: ‘The heaps of odors 
that are piled up in honor of the bodies 
of the dead. It is the luxury of man, 
which is displayed even in the para- 
phernalia of death, that has, rendered 
Arabia thus happy.” 

For it was Arabia that had the mon- 
opoly. of this rich trade, and there only, 
to the east of Aden, in that part of the 
country known as the Hadhramaut, was 
the gum produced. 

Camel Caravans 

Fratikincense comes from a small tree 
which is tapped through short incisions 
in the bark. The milky juice which then 
exudes is allowed to dry into gum. This 
tree was sacred, and everything con- 
nected with it, the harvesting of the gum; 
the cultivation of the tree itself, those 
who handled it-—all were governed by 
religious rites and ‘rules, 

The control-of this monopoly lay in-the 
city of Shabwa, the ancient capital of the 
Hadhramaut, Then it was a great walled 
town with sixty temples, and from it led 
one of the oldest trade routes in the world 
from ‘the frankincense country to the 


her father, taking compassion upon her, 
changed her into a bird so that she could 
accompany the soul pf her lover on his 
flight, from the world.

Altitude Affects Bees 
Gentle At’ Sea Level They Turn 
Vicious At’ 7,200 Feet 

Bees that are docile and meek at 
sea level become hot-tempered and 
vicious when released at high alti- 
tudes, experiments made by the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the Univers- 
ity of California ind‘cate.

London.— Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain declared that “the gallant 
action” of “three comparatively small 
British ships against a much more 


heavily armed adversary” probably - 


would free the South Atlantic from 
depredations of the German raider 
Adniiral Graf Spee. 

Lauding the League of Nations 
action, in condemning Russia for the 
invasion of Finland, Mr. Chamber- 
lain told the House of Commons 
that “Germany alone among the 
nations even now is abetting by 
word and deed the Russian aggres- 
sion.” 

“We must give what help and sup- 
port we can to the latest victim of 
these destructive forces,” the prime 
minister said, .“‘but meanwhile it is 
only by conéentrating on our. task 
of resistance to German aggression 
and thus attacking the evil at its 
root that we can hope to save the 
nations of Europe from the fate, 
which Mao aba ant must overtake 
them.” . 

He told the house that-a battle of 
“severe character’ had been fought 
in the South. Atlantic between the 
Admiral Graf Spee and’ the British 
cruisers Exeter, ‘Achilles, and Ajax, 
and that the Exeter had been forced 
out of the fight. 

‘Two. six-inch .gun cruisers con- 
tinued the pursuit,” he continued 
amid cheers, “and about midnight 
the German ship, which turned out 
to be the Admiral Graf Spee-carry-' 
ing six 11-inch guns, took refuge 
within territoriqg] waters and is now 
anchored off Montevideo.” 

In his final war review before par- 
liament’s christmas recess Mr. 
Chamberlain declared “the Finnish 


army has proved itself by far the » 


better fighting force in anything but 
numbers.” 

In confident tones, Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s review touched the visit of the 
King to. Britsh troops. in France,, 
flight of British planes over German 
naval bases, sinking of another” Ger- 
man submarine and the South At- 
lantic naval engagement: . 

The prime minister indignantly de- 
nied German charges that the British 
used mustard gas shells in the battle 
of Uruguay. 

“This characteristic ‘statement ‘is, 
of course, entirely without founda-~ 
tion,’ he said. ‘“‘No gas shells or 
grenades have ever been made for or 
used by any ships of the navy.” 

Turning to Finland, Mr, Chamber- 
lain said that. ‘while strongly con- 
demning Soviet aggression” the Bri- 
tish government believes ‘every 
effort should be made to _ utilize 
league machinery for peaceful settle- , 
ment of the dispute and, if that’ should’ 
prove impossible, for affording prac- 
tical assistance to the victim of 
aggression.” 

Enlarging on the Finnish- Russian 
conflict, the prime minister added: 

“It is too soon to attempt any 
forecast of the outcome of this un-- 
equal struggle, but its political con- 
sequences already have .been far- 
reaching.” 

“He asserted Russian aggression 
“had outraged the conscience of the 
whole world.” 

“Nevertheless,” Mr. Chamberlain 
continued, “the German government 
have publicly ranged themselves on 
the side of an aggressor whom they 
have’ been attempting to assist by a 
scurrilous and violent. campaign 
against other Scandinavian countries 
for their moral support of the Fin- 
nish cause,” .

Despite the popular belief that 
most of the: wild birds, léave Canada 
for the winter months, bird banding 
is @ year-round activity in the Do- 
minion, according to the national 
parks bureau, department of mines 
and resources. Although bird life 
becomes scarcer in the more north- 
ern and in the central parts of the 
country with the approach of winter, 
in other regions many of the bird- 
banding stations do extensive banding 
work when the snow ison the ground 
At this time of year some inland 
stations are visited by redpolls, snow 
buntings, blue jays, purple finches, 
pine siskins, grosbeaks, and other 
birds. In Canadian localities where 
waterfowl winter in numbers valu- 
able banding of these birds is accom- 
plished. 

Bird banding in Candda is done 
by about two hundred voluntary 
workers, who hold bird-banding per- 
mits issued under the authority of 
the Migratory Birds Convention Act. 
Because birds are international 
travellers, the important work of 
marking them with bands is carried 
ow through the co-operation of the 
national parks bureau of the depart- 
ment of mines and resources, Ot- 
tawa, and the United States bureau 
of biological survey, Washington, 
D.C, The success of the banding 
activities depends largely on the co- 
operation of private citizens in fe- 
porting to the central bureaus in 
Canada or in the United States any 
banded birds which ‘come to their at- 
tention.

Messages 
are jotted down, translated and dic- 
tated to stenographers. The extracts 
then are passed to a staff of men 
chosen for the knowledge of foreign 
affairs and political judgment, .who 
sift them and make up smmaries.

This is at Bita- 
mount, 300 miles north of Edmon- 
ton on the banks of the Athabaska

Even more ambitious are the plans 
of Abasand Oils Ltd., who have, 
after a-decade of research, perfected 
an extraction process and are now 
completing a large commercial instal- 
lation on their leasehold. 

And now, where is their market, 
and how can they reach it?

‘A. natural question is—what part 
have Canadians taken in developing 
this Athabaska oil mine? — 

Well, it was the Indians who 
showed the land to Peter Bond. His 
astonishment was great. when a fire 
was built and the oil soaked sands 
tossed on in lumps. that burned with 
intense heat. ays 

For a “hundred years—tilt “4875— 
Bond's stories were taken as gossip, 
but then the _Domifiion Government 
sent ‘out geologist John Macoun, 
whose report excited the celebrated 
geographer and naturalist Robert 
Bell so much that he set out to make 
a survey of the mystery sands. 

Remember that the internal com- 
bustion engine was unknown and 
the thought then was that these 
sands might be used for roofing and 
paving. 

The Geological Society drilled am 
oil well at Fort McMurray in 1894 
and for 20 years after men tried to 
drill wells while all the -time they 
were walking on the oil they sought. 
below the surface. 

Then’ came S. C. Ells from the 
Dominion Government mines branch. 
He mapped the territory, analyzed 
and checked the-logs of the dry wells 
—and the Dominion Government 
took action on his reports. 

All _land was withdrawn from 
‘“wildcatters’ and surveys~ carefully 
made and to-day Mr. Ells, while he 
will not estimate the unexplored sur- 
roundings, is convinced that the in- 
vestigated area is no more than a 
fraction of the actual tract—which’ 
may extend for 50,000 square miles. 

There's about a barrel of oil in 
two tons of Athabaska sand. You 
can crumble the sand in your hands 
without soiling them. 

How to get it out? Well, remem- 
ber the Flin Flon. ore flotation 
method? ‘That’s. what they used at 
Athabaska. 

The Alberta Research Council was 
successful in erecting a plant that 
worked like a monster laundry, 
scrubbing sand with air bubbles and 
hot soapy water to recover, not the 
cleansed silicia but the dirt scoured 
from. it. 

‘K. A. Clark was the patient en- 
gineer of the ‘wash tubs’’—and his 
reward came when the last spout of 
his machine gurgled the precious 


‘ black oil into waiting barrels.

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Chewing Gum Reduces Teasion 


(By Dr. Morris Fishbein) 


It has been suggested repeatedly 
that one of the chief benefits of 
and chewing gum is their 

value as outlets for increased ten- 
nm. It has been said that _most 
itual ‘movements of. the body 
Py ace release of such inner ten- 


Fidgeting, wriggling and gum- 
chewing are examples of movements 
which may be beneficial to the hu- 
man body because they drelease ex- 
cess -pressure. 

Recently psychologists at Columbia 
University, made a study of 20 people 
over a period of 20 days to find out 
just how much chewing served as a 
means of relaxation. Hach of the 
persons concerned was studied first 
while not Repadage second, while 
chewing ordinary chewing gum, and. 
third, while allowing a flavoredcandy : 
wafer to melt in the mouth: 

It was necesary first of all to find 
some measurement of tension. or 
strain, This was done by watching 
each one of the persons. concerned 
throughout a working day and re-. 
cording restless movements. In many 
of these subjects it was found that 
tension as measured by decrease of 
restless movements was decreased 
about 10 per cent. durtl chewing. . 

Studies. were made to deter- 
mine whether indulgence in such a 
habit had any relations to fatigue. 
Fatigue produces .increased psycho- 
logic tension. When people are tired 
from over-work and over-strain, the 
use of tea and coffee seems to in- 
crease tension. On the other hand, 
it was found in these studies, chew- 
ing tended to decrease tension. The 
enpunt of muscular effort involved . + 

hardly sufficient to increase’ 
fatigtin 


A study ‘was also made to find out 
whether chewing during work would 
interfere in any way with the work 
Output because’ of this decrease of 
tension. It was found that with the 
possible exception of work in which a 
wholly new’ performance is being 
learned, chewing. while working does 
not interfere with the output. Indeed 
in. some jtinds of work, like number ” 
checking and typing, the work is said 
to. be facilitated. . 

This new scientific evidence will be 
good news to the. manufacturers of 
chewing gum. Prof. H. L. Hollings- 
worth, under whose direction these 
studies were made, says that perhaps 
these studies throw ‘some light on 
the striking fact that during the last 
ten or more tense years, chew 
gum manufacturers have enjoye 


greater prosperity. j

during the Christmas season. Man- 
churia, or Manchukuo as it is now called, 
is not my idea of the best place to spend 
the festive. season, although it certainly 
provided me with ‘one of the strangest 
Christmas. Days that i have yet spent. 

In the days of. which I tell the country 
was still nominally under the control of 
the Chinese Government. In actual fact 
it was governed by a bandit chief—they 
were commonly known as war lords~—-who 
took orders from no ‘one, and maintained 
his position and power by: sheer force and 
repression. 

This bandit chief was Marshal Chang. 

The profession of war lord is a decaying 
one in China, but a few years back huge 
areas of the country knew no other form 
of rule. 

The population. of Manchukuo today 
appear to be no more happy than they 
were in the days of Marshal Chang, 
which are already being remembered as 
though they belonged to a past Utopia.

Less Than a Century: Ago 
They Replaced Long 
Letters 


mail consists of greeting cards. 

This branch of the season's trade is 
rapidly increasing, Every year card 
designs become more varied and colorful, 
and stationers everywhere report. bigger 
sales. “ 

Yet it is. less than a century since the 
first Christmas cards made their appear- 
ance in England. : 

In days gone by it used to bea genital 
custom to write long letters to all one’s 
friends and acquaintances at Christmas- 
time. People who fever met each other 
from oné year’s end to another would 
exchange at least a dozen pages of greet- 
ing a few days before the 25th, and this 
letter-writing often occupied several weeks.

First to Publish 


The credit for inventing the time-saving 
card goes to a Birminghani artist named 
William A. Dobson, who later became a 
member of the Royal Academy. In 1844 
he designed a card, painted with rich 
colors, symbolizing ‘the spirit of Christ- 
mas. 
little masterpiece lithographed. and sent 
copies to some of his friends. 

Other claimants for the invention of 


‘famous Civil Servant, and the Rev. W. E. 
Bradley, a clergyman and authors who 
lived in Newcastle-upon-Tyne. It is said, 
however, that both these men took the 
idea from Dobson's original card. which 
had. been shown to them, 

If Sir Henry did not actually. Porduce 
the earliest card, he was at any rate the 
first. person to publish them: ~ Several 
well‘known artists of the day were 
invited to submit designs and by 1848 
cards were on sale in the shops. These 


_| cost 25 cents each. 


Less than ten years afterwards the 
novelty had acquired widespread. pop- 
ularity.. A score of publishers in London; 
Edinburgh, and other cities were pro- 
ducing quite a wide variety of good 
designs.

Sentimental Victorians 


The Christtnas cards that. appeared in 


‘| the sixties and seventies of last century 


were of a rather sentimental character, 
rather like the popular Valentines of the 
same period, But the year 1895, or there- 
abouts, they had reached a high degree 
of merit and the better varieties were 
quite outstanding examples of the printers’ 
art. 


Some time ago it became faahftuiable to . 


collect Christmas card designs that had’ 
been produced before ‘the Great War. 
Perhaps the largest collection ever put 
together was .one comprising no. fewer 
than 163,000 different varieties. This 
was housed in seventy thick foolseap vol- 
umes! * 

The first 25 cent card published by Sir 
Henry Cole still has a high value among 
present-day, collectors; and a genuine 
hafd-colored specimen fetches as much 
as $250 or $300. But the reprints that 
were issued much later- have no value 
at all.
